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GPs to work with 
troubled hospital 


LOCAL GPs have pledged to 
work with a hospital trust to 
improve conditions for 
patients. 

Members of Waltham Forest 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) took the decision in the 
light of a highly critical report 
on Whipps Cross Hospital by 
the care Quality Commission. 

The health watchdog issued 
three formal warnings to the 
Leytonstone hospital after 
inspectors found it to be dirty 
and unsafe, with staff not 
always showing patients the 
compassion they deserve. 

CCG chairman Dr Anwar 
Khan, said: “The commission's 


inspectors found some 
extremely poor care, unaccept¬ 
able standards of cleanliness 
and problems with availability 
and suitability of equipment. 
They also found that at times 
there weren’t enough midwives 
to do the job properly. 

“No patient should have to 
experience that standard of 
care. 

“As local GPs in clinical 
commissioning groups we are 
responsible for spending NHS 
money on services that local 
people need and that means we 
must work with Barts Health to 
help them bring about the nec¬ 
essary changes at Whipps 


Cross Hospital.” 

He added: “Barts Health trust 
has an action plan in place to 
bring services to the standards 
we want for patients. 

“We’ll support them to 
implement it, but we will hold 
them to account if we don’t see 
the change that’s needed.” 

*The CCG has taken over 
much of the work that used to 
be done by NHS Waltham 
Forest which closed down in 
March 2013, as did all primary 
care trusts (PCTs) across the 
country. All GP practices in the 
borough are part of this CCG, 
which has aboard board 
chaired by a local GP.

A FINALIST in the Havering Business Awards 
has been kicked out over a planning dispute with 
the council. 

Furious millionaire Alfie Best, whose compa¬ 
ny had been chosen as finalists in the marketing 
excellence and apprentice of the year categories, 
described the decision as ‘vindictive’. 

Speaking from Lakeside Park, Romford, he 
stormed: “I find it absolutely astonishing that 
Havering Council would ban Wyldecrest Parks 
from the Havering business awards after select¬ 


ing us as finalists in two categories. 

“The council then tries to justify its decision by 
claiming it was because we are in dispute over a 
planning irregularity on behalf of one of our 
elderly residents at Lakeview Park. 

“They have even refused to reveal who made 
this decision.” 

The row blew up last week shortly before it 
was revealed the local authority was about to 
serve an enforcement notice on Noak Hill park 
home resident Chris Peel.

He got planning permission to live in his 
mobile home in 2009 on condition that an area of 
decking was removed and hedges planted around 
his borders - which has not been done. 

Jobless Mr Peel, 64, who is suffering from 
depression and is having counselling is begging 
the council to let him stay and is asking for more 
time. 

A Havering council spokesperson said the 
awards celebrated the hardest working residents 
in the borough.

Robber jailed

their habit and has resulted in this term of 
imprisonment. I would urge anybody with an 
addiction, to seek treatment rather than turn to 
crime”.

tlRE fighters rescuing cats from trees may soon 
be a thing of the past - as animal SOS calls have 
halved. 

London Fire Brigade are considering drop¬ 
ping the service after a campaign to persuade 
residents to make the RSPCA the first port of 
call for moggies and other pets in distress 
instead of dialling 999, proved successful. 

It could save taxpayers more than £100,000 a 
year. 

Last year the capital's fire crews were called 
out to 282 animal rescues - the lowest number 
since the Brigade started collecting the data in 
1999. 

In 2011/12 there were 650 animal rescues 
which meant the capital's fire fighters rescued 
an animal every 13 hours. 

The Brigade thanks its high profile campaign. 
I'm An Animal, Get Me Out of Here for the drop 
in in pet rescue calls - each one costs the 
Brigade at least £290. 

London Fire Brigade Group Manager Mark 
Hazelton said: “It's excellent news numbers of 
animal rescues have fallen and people have 
clearly taken heed of our advice. 

“I'd still like to remind people that if they see 
an animal stuck somewhere, the first call should 
always be to the RSPCA, not the emergency 
services. When fire fighters are out rescuing 
animals, they're not available to attend real 
emergencies.”

A post mortem was held on July 30 when

The 28-year-old driver of the motorcycle 
was taken to hospital suffering minor 
injuries, subsequently discharged and 
arrested on July 25 on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving. He has been 
bailed until the 28 August. 

TB Capital 

LONDON has been branded the TB capital 
of Europe, with Waltham Forest in the Top 
10 worst effected boroughs. 

There were 129 reported cases last year, 
according to the watchdog Public Health 
London (PHL) - equating to 50 per 100,000 
in the borough, and three times above the 
national average (14 per 100,000). 

Doctors have called for ’a concerted effort’ 
to significantly reduce TB level across east 
London. 

PHL Director, Dr Yvonne Doyle, said: 
“Controlling the spread of this infection 
must remain a public health priority for 
London where the rates are consistently 
high. 

“It’s a disease which can be prevented and 
treated, but is deadly if left.” 

PHL reported 3,426 cases of tuberculosis 
in the capital in 2012, 42 per 100,000, 
around 40 percent of all cases nationally.

Athletics 


FORMER Barking & Dagenham 
College student, Adam Gemili, has 
impressed the sporting world by 
running a sub 20-second finish in 
the 200m semi-final at the World 
Championships in Moscow. 

The 19.98 second result was the 
fastest for a Briton in 19 years and 
ensured him the second fastest qual¬ 
ifier position. This was a quicker 
time than Usain Bolt, who qualified 
in 20.12 seconds. 

The 19-year-old went on to fini sh 
fifth in the 200m final, a fantastic 
achievement which has got the sport¬ 
ing world talking. Sportsmen such as 
double Olympic champion Donovan 
Bailey and two-time world champion 
Colin Jackson have been praising 
Gemili’s performance. Star sprinter 
Usain Bolt has also been impressed, 
commenting to reporters that he 
thought the result was outstanding. 

Gemili told reporters: “I can’t 


believe it. Honestly that is the best 
feeling in the world.” 

Adam, who achieved a distinction 
in his Level 3 Extended Diploma in 
Sports at Barking & Dagenham 
College last year, took up athletics 
only a year and a half ago. He 
recently won two gold medals and a 
European record at the European 
Athletics Under-23 Championships. 
■ In Moscow there were also World 
Championship bronze medals for 
Woodford Green athletes Shana Cox 
and Tiffany Porter. 

Shana ran a very strong second 
leg (50.3 secs) on the GB & NI 
4x400 team that finished third with 
3m22.69 secs. Earlier in the 
evening Tiffany won her 100m hur¬ 
dles semi-final but qualified as 
fourth fastest for the final with 
12.63 secs Just 10 mins after 
Shana’s 4x400m medal. Tiffany fin¬ 
ished third in the lOOmH final with 
a personal best of 12.55 secs, just 
0.01 outside the British record.

Saturday in the BMC Grand Prix 
at Stretford, and in windy condi¬ 
tions placed sixth over 1500m 
with 3m 44.66secs. Ahead of 
Matt in third was David 
McCarthay with 3m 43.31 secs. 

Other Woodford athletes at 
Stretford were Jordan Donnelly 
who was fourth in the "C" 
1500m with 3m 56.97secs, and 
Emily Moss, eighth in the "C" 
800m with 2m 17.36secs. 

The Jumps and Throws meet¬ 
ing took place over the week¬ 
end at Bedford, where Andy 
Frost won the hammer with 
68.96m and Tom Norman the 
discus with 54.64. 

Behind Tom, in 5th was Chris 
Linque with 46.88m, and in the 
women’s discus Hollie Redman 
was eighth with 42.1 Im. 

Also in the hammer, but with 
the junior implement Harry 
Clarke was second with 


60.80m. In the long jump 
junior, Joseph Dewar was sec¬ 
ond in his pool with 6.87m, and 
in the women’s pole vault HCA 
member Louise Shortland 
cleared 3.50m. 

Of the several Woodford 
Green sprinters at Lee Valley, 
Omolulu Abiodun was the 
fastest clocking 10.76secs. over 
100m. Andrew Lastic recorded 
ll.OOsecs and a personal best 
over 200m of 22.44secs. There 
was a season’s best for junior, 
Pamela Milla with 13.01 secs as 
she won her 100m race. 

Others in action were Esther 
Tewogbade (U/13) with 
13.40secs over 100m , and also 
29.95secs over 200m; Kyesha
